Washington—There is no mystery 


about the unwillingness of President 
Coolidge to announce his plans for 
the future. He has made it clear 
that he will not decide on the many 
suggestions and opportunities that 
have been offered 
him until after 


March 4. 


The reason is that the president 


feels it would be indelicate of him 
to make any business or profession- 
al connection or to enter into any 
contracts or engagements of a per- 
sonal character while he still holds 
the office of president of the United 
States. It is not that he would be 
unable to differentiate 19 his deci- 
sions on questions affecting public 
policy as they might relate to his 
future business affiliations, but he 
feels that the president ought not 
to be embarrassed by the presence of 
any such possible conflict. 


No man ever held the presidency 


of the United States who had a high- 
er regard for the ethics of his office. 
Mr. Coolidge did not for instance 
make an active campaign for him- 
self in 1924 and he did not under the 
same line of reasoning make a cam- 
paign for the candidate who was to 
be his successor.

GAMBLING VESSEL 


DEFIESOFFIGERS 


Opens Run 13 Miles Off Pa- 


cific Coast — Authorities 
Are Baffled 


Los Angeles 
— The monfal- 
cone, alleged Pacific gambling ship, 
has opened its run 13 miles off shore 
and its position apparently has baf- 
fled law enforcement 
officres. 
It 


was reported 200 people visited the 
ship Saturday night. 


Visitors to the Monfalcone 
said 


that roulette wheels, 
dice tables, 


black jack tables, chuckaluch tab- 
les and money wheels were in full 
operation Sunday night, when "an- 
other goodly crowd was present. 


Los Angeles-co officials say that 


since the boat was off the Orange- 
co coast it was outside their juris- 
diction, while Orange-co, officials 
were, doubtful if they had any legal 
right to interfere with a vessel be- 
yond the 12-mile limit. 


Although it has been 
suggested 


the boat might be 'reached through 
cheeking up of its papers, no move 
in that direction has been instituted. 


"What is this talk of a gambling 


ship?" Sunday inquired the owner 
of a group of small boats which car- 
ried passengers to a fishing barge 
anchored half way between the shore 
and the monfalcone. "I have car- 
ried 200 fishermen to the barge, but 
if they have gone on to another 
ship, I know nothing of it." 


Visitors of the ship said it was 


manned by a 12-man crew with a 
licensed master aboard. 


Sunday morning takeoff. The plane 
could not be seen at that time but 
its roar was plainly heard. 


The plane established a new rec- 


ord for load lifting Sunday on Its 
takeoff south of here "at 6:41 in the 
morning. The ship carried 646 gal- 
lons of gasoline and 40 gallons of 
oil, the gross weight of the plane 
being 7,650 pounds. Its single mo- 
tor develops about 200 horsepower. 


The previous record far load lift 


was made by William S. Brock and 
Edward F. Schlee, round-the-world 
fliers. Their plane, with a similar 
motor, lifted 556 gallons of gasoline 
and 40 gallons of oil. 


An oil leak which developed in 


th^Alabatross Sunday night threat- 
ened for a time to cut short the 
attempt but the fliers later dropped 
a message saying the trouble had 
been "ironed out."

appointed by Uel W. Lamkin, presi- 
dent of the National Education, as- 
sociation. At the recent meeting of 
the delegate assembly ofthe Wis- 
consin Teachers' association at Mil- 
waukee,, a resolution was passed to 
have a committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the public utilities material 
used in Wisconsin public schools. 


"There is no scandal 
connected 


with this investigation as has been 
Hinted in press notices. It is mere- 
ly a step to probe into the material 
used by students 
in our 
public 


schools." 


According to advices received from 


Washington, D. C'., the purpose of 
the national investigating commit- 
tee will be to study constructively 
the question of how public schools 
may bring themselves Into closer 
touch with every day life through 
the proper use of the vast amount 
of jnaterial which organizations and 
agencies have made 
available for 


school use. The committee also will 
state the principles 
•which should 


guide school officials and teachers 
in using such material. As a result 
of the study children will be pro- 
tected from, onesided viewpoints and 
from exploitation for commercial ad- 
vertising purposes. 


The committee 
will" study 
the 


question as it concerns all business 
and educational organizations -which 
have distributed 
material in the 


schools rather than confining itself 
to particular power 
Interests and

LUNAR ECLIPSE 


TO OFFER RARE 


RESEARCH CHANGE 


Scientists Will Have Oppor- 


tunity to Make Study o 
Earth's Atmosphere 


Cambridge, Mass. —(ff)— 
W h e n 


the moon goes into total eclipse 
over the, Pacific ocean at 3:33 a. m 
November 27, astronomers in 
the 


western hemisphere will have a few 
moments to augment two rare lines 
of research. 


One is a study of the earth's .at 


mosphere. The other is an inves 
tigation of the suspicion that 
the 


earth's revolution on its axis is 
uniform. 


When the moon is in total eclipse 


it nevertheless still is visible dimly 
from sunlight which is bent inwart 
around the edges of the earth by re 
fraction through 
the atmosphere 


In 1848 so much light reached the 
moon in this manner that it was 
copper color, and few persons real 
ized it was in eclipse. At other 
times there has been little reflection 
from the moon, showing that the 
earth's air •was at the moment quite 
opaque. It is probable that some 
very dark eclipses of the moon may 
be traced to 
volcanic eruptions 


which fill the air with dust. 


Another observation, which is sub- 


stantiated by photographs, is that 
the darkest part of the shadow on 
the moon's face is not where it 
would be expected, in the center of 
the shadow, but on the northern 
side of the shadow. The light on 
the moon during this coming eclipse 
comes from the northern atmosphere 
of the earth. 


Dr William P. Fischer of the Har- 


vard college observatory explain; 
that the northern atmosphere is be- 
lieved to be more opaque due to 
more dust and smoke in the north- 
ern hemisphere thar in the south- 
ern. 
The great land areas of the 


north do not form as good settling 
basins for clearing the air of for- 
eign particles as do the great oceans 
about the Antarctic. 


Dr. Fisher is now working on data 


of the lunar eclipse of 1927, when he 
was able to forecast the exact line 
across North America above which 
the sunlight would be bent in to- 
ward the moon. This line ran from 
Nova Scotia through Hudson's Bay 
and Alaska, He has reports show- 
ing that all this line was cloudy, ex- 
cept a short stretch near Hudson's 
Bay. 


Study of the earth's rotation 
is 


made possible because stars ordi- 
narily invisible in the radiance close 
to the moon can be seen and photo- 
graphed during the eclipse. These 
stars determine quite exactly the 
moon's position. For a long time 
the moon has appeared irregular in 
its course. It was difficult to pre- 
dict 
exactly 
its positions. 
The 


queen of night seemed not to obey 
exactly the laws of gravitation and 
motion. The measuring unit which 


showed these apparent irregularities 
was the rotation of the earth. 


Recent research, through observ- 


ing the stars at eclipse and at other 
times, Dr. FJsher says, indicates 
that the moon is behaving accord- 
ing to the law of gravitation and 
that it is the earth's rotation which 
is slightly uncertain.

GERMANY'S GREAT COMEBACK 


Emil Ludwig has atl article in a re- 


cent issue of the New York Times 
Sunday Magazine which is exceeding- 
ly helpful to America to understand 
. the great change which has taken 
-place in Germany in the last ten years, 
and which is of such credit to the Ger- 
man people it is to be regretted it can- 
not be read by all of our citizens. We 
quote two of the paragraphs : 


The Germans are the least revolutionary, 


the most easily led nation in Europe; they are 
essentially neither 
warlike nor 
turbulent; 


they are trustworthy, intelligent and inex- 
haustibly Industrious. Because of their lean- 
ing toward family life, because of the fact 
they are so musical, and above all, because 
of the pressure of so many centuries of tra- 
dition, they have been kept aloof from con- 
cern in politics, and for this reason it seemed 
as if- their capacity for interesting them- 
selves in politics had withered away. There- 
fore the prospects for the German people, 
suddenly permitted and required to govern 
themselves, looked rather doubtful ten years ! 
ago. 


Tet what happened before our very eyes? 


Out of the worst defeat known in modern 
times, out of utter poverty and debt, out of 
years of hunger, bitterness and destitution 


. 60,000,000 human beings, within the short 


space of ten years, relying solely on their 
own strength, friendless, surrounded by en- 
emies and dislike, have struggled upward un- 
til they .now stand fully restored to health, 
while the world in amazement acknowledges 
their achievement. By this achievement the__ 
Germans have proved two things: First, that 
the hatred of the world had not been direct- 
ed against German intellectual and economic 
prowess, but against a single class of Ger- 
mans who arrogantly misused it 
without 


achieving anything themselves and, second- 
ly, that the German capacity for accomplish- 
ing things had ftourished^not because11 of the 
German governing class but in spite of it. 


Bismarck realized before he died 


that one day Germany was likely to 
become a republic, when,he said: "The 


• German monarchists will not disap- 
' pear, although the German monarchs 


may." The prediction has come true 
even to the eradication of practically 
all of the monarchists. Had it not been 
for the World war this revolutionary 
change would not have taken place as 
yet, but it would have come. 
It re- 


quired that cataclysm to make the 
German people free, when the kaiser 
abdicated and the royal princes fled. 
A republic, therefore, was virtually 
forced upon Germany. How well she 
has made of the opportunity is attest- 
ed by Mr. Ludwig's eloquent portray- 
al of events during the last decade. 


It has indeed been an extraordinary 


demonstration of a people's capacity 
for self-government without experi- 
ence or training. Not only does it chal- 
lenge the admiration of the world, for 
there can be no resentment toward the 
German people, for what happened in 
1914, but it promises to the nation a 
greater prosperity and progress than 
it ever could have achieved under the 
monarchy. 
A nation which can do 


what the German republic has done in 
the short space of ten years against al- 
most insurmountable odds need have 
no fear of the future. 


THOSE RADIO PROGRAMS 
Throw on the radio switch 
after 


supper these autumn evenings and 
what do you hear? Ten to one, jazz 
music, or a sick-calf song from some 
mooning tenor. Tune into another 
station and what do 3'ou hear? 
The 


same thing. 


Turn the dial from station to sta- 


tion, through its whole range, and 
you run into what seems an endless 
succession of jazz dance music alter- 
nating occasionally with

Usually, at any given moment, 
it is the same tune or song. When it 
changes, all the stations change to- 
gether. 


This is chain broadcasting, which is 


capable of great development for fine 
entertainment, but at present is usual- 
ly monotonous and dull to anyone 
craving for artistic variety. 
Do the 


people who get up the chain musk 
programs really imagine that this is 
what a majority of the American 
people want, hour after hour, evening 
after evening? Last winter the public 
was told that widespread tests show- 
ed a public preference for good music. 


Even if most listeners prefer jazz 


and the particularly monotonous and 


FREEDOM IN OUR SCHOOLS

with education On religious grounds-^ 
a rather un-American procedure. 


No human statute can change a na- 


tural law. If evolution is the law of 
physical development, no legislative 
act can make- it false; if it is not, no 
legislative act can make it true. 


Such legislation confuses educators 


and limits their usefulness. It may be 
all right for legislators or taxpayers to 
say to a school they support: "You 
shall not use our money to teach that 
man arose gradually from lower forms 
of life instead of being made in 
a 


single act of special creation." 
But 


must students go out into life igno- 
rant altogether of something that has 
entered deeply into the thinking of the 
modern world? Must they look blank 
when anyone mentions evolution? 


Educated persons are supposed to 


know at least what the term means, 
as a matter of general information,,, 
just as they are supposed to know 
what gravitation means. There is no 
reason why a teacher need be either ' 
for or against evolution in the class-/ 
room. The teacher or textbook can 
properly say, "This is what the evo- 
lutionists believe," and stop - there.

Last year when Julia Peterkhrt 


"Black April" .came to me almost out 
of a clear sky I could hardly find 
words to express my enthusiasm. 
I 


did not know who Julia Peterkin " 
was and had never before read * 
word of hers or about her; but I 
knew that "Black April" was a fine 
novel, sincere and big and retrained. 


When therefore the other day a 


second Julia Peterkin book cam* 
along I was more than ready to en- 
joy myself. 
Perhaps my expecta- 


tions were too big. It may be that 
if I had not unconsciously assumed 
so high a standard for her I would 
not have been disappointed, because 
the new novel, 
which te called 


"Scarlet Sister Mary," Is etill fas- 
above the typical novel about the 
negroes, the familiar kind that treats 
negroes like black-face minstrels and 
not like authentic, human beings. 
But I confess that "Scarlet Sister 
Mary" left my enthusiasm deflated. 


It is a little hard to make clear 


why this should be so. Certainly 
"Scarlet Sister Mary" does not sen- 
timentalize the negro. In conception 
it is sincere and 
honest, 
almost 


starkly so. Mrs. Peterkin attempts 
to paint the negroes as they are. 
There is a sincere attempt to dig 
down to the negro psychology and 
not to label white people as being 
negroes. 


If anything, I think Mrs Peterkin 


has overshot her mark and that the 
trouble lies there. Somehow it is not 
always possible to be quite as frank 
about a woman as about a man, 
whether black or white. In the case 
of the Mary of her book Mrs. Peter- 4 
kin often comes dangerously 
near 


the edge of that disgust that is al- 
most physical but that often has the 
power to spoil a book's artistic ef- 
fect. At least that is the effect the 
book had on me. 


"BJack April" was the story of a 


masterful negro man whose sex life 
was as untrammelled as that of an 
animal. 
Somehow 
Mrs. Peterkin 


succeeded in investing the character 
with a splendor, artistically speak- 
ing, that gave to the book a distinct 
element of greatness. In the -case - 
of "Scarlet Sister Mary" the author 
obviously intends to do the same- 
thing with a woman. Sister Mary 
is a negro prostitute^ Mrs. Peterkin. 
tries to invest her with thai same 
splendor that 
she gave to Black 


April, but for me at least she did 
not succeed. 


It is not at all a question of right «. 


and wrong. As Mrs. Peterkin treats 
her theme, morals have very little 
to do with the matter. She is not at 
all a preacher. She aims to present 
these negroes to us as they are and 
to make us see their point of view. 
In doing so she often describes their 
passionate sense of sin—as an ar- 
tist, not as a preacher.

ed possession of the big prize. 


The triumph gave the "Fighting 


Illini" undisputed possession of the 
title for the second consecutive year, 
a feat engineered only by Chicago, 
Wisconsin and Ohio State since 1896. 


Strewn amongst the wreckage of 


"also rans" were the other 
three 


last-minute contenders, Wisconsin, 
Iowa and Ohio State, whose hopes 
were dashed in the typhoon of line 
smashes, forward passes, kicks and 
penalties. Of the three, Wisconsin 
came the closest, finishing second, 
with a defeat and a tie to mar its 
record. Minnesota, which 
blasted 


Wisconsin's hopes with a 6 to 0 
victory Saturday and which lost the 
title itself by a pair of one-point de- 
feats, was third.
